The little opposition to the Miracle Mile 
city centre, led by the news-slanting 
Journal newspaper, has made several 
impertinent efforts to block this important

Andrew Stewart of the University of Al- 
berta who has unhesitatingly termed the 
Detwiler agreement sound and favorabie 
to the city 

This story from Vancouver, which the 
Journal newspaper printed in its Wednes- 
day and Thursday editions and caused to 
be foisted upon the attention of the Utili- 
ties Commissioners began like this; 

“Alderman George Miller inferred in 
city council Tuesday that L,. E, Detwiler of 
New York was using an incorrect version 
of his July talks in Vancouver to lever the 


city of Edmonton into a building project 
deal.” 
Alderman Miller’s inferences are of 


little concern to Edmonton because “in- 
ferences” are merely opinions. Alderman 
Miller’s implications might have had some 
slight weight, his inferences none. 

Moreover, it was definitely established 
before the Board Tnursday that the “in 
ference” of the worthy alderman, who is 
heiping to govern Vancouver but not Ed- 
monton, had not the slightest basis in fact. 

How long must this continued attempt 
to confuse and mislead Edmonton public 
opinion go on? 

How long must the Board listen to 
special plez ders from Vancouver and to 
slanted news from Vancouver in an effort 
to solve a problem that is peculiarly the 
concern of Edmonton? 


Council’s Privilege and Responsibility 


The city council has gained what it de- 
sired—the right, previously held by the 
the city commissioners, to determine which 
civic employes shall and which shall not be 
retained beyond the pension age of 65. 

Council took this right from the com- 
missioners when certain of its members 
quite properly ctojected to exceptions being 
made to the retirement rule and insisted 
that all employes retire on pension at 65. 


Members of the council should not 
forget the primary purpose behind this 
move. 

They should not forget that they 
acquired this right of decision for the speci- 
fic purpose of seeing that it was not 
abused. 

The acquisition of this right gives to 
council a new privilege. But along with 
that privilege goes a new responsibility 

If councl reserves tne rignt to Insist 


upon the enforcement of the reti 
rule, it must also assume the ponsibility 
for seeing that men and wome!

It is a disgrace to the administration 
and its foresight if the retirement of an 
employe in a position of responsibility must 
be followed either by a plea to him to stay 
on or by a frantic search in other cities for 
someone to replace him.
